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Facing The Facts 


Sermon Preached at the 35th Annual Assembly by 
J. S. BRINSFIELD 


Text: “A prudent man foreseeth the 
evil, and hideth himself, but the simple 
pass on and are punished,” Prov. 22:3. 


With retrospect we view the past and 
I believe that there are existing forces to- 
day that are taking us somewhere else. 
It will be our duty to understand the 
powers that shall have preeminence in our 
lives. There are many sacred phases of 
life and each has a profound influence 
upon our society in the world. Individuals 
who succeed are those who face the issues 
squarely. True Christians always have. 
The prudent man is willing to face the 
issue squarely, ready and eager to face the 
facts, but the simple man passeth on and 
in the end of his life he is punished. 


A man was once asked to give a reason 
for his unparalleled success in life and he 
said, “I never deceive myself. I always 
face the facts.” I believe we can say with- 
out the fear of contradiction that the 
reason the Church of God is enjoying suc- 
cess is because we have been ready and 
willing to face the facts that confront 
us, not trying to evade the issues facing 
us today, but with the help of the Lord 
and by His strength and_ grace we are 
ready to stand for the gospel of Jesus 
Christ. 


We have learned that the forces which 
existed in the past are responsible for the 
facts that are eminent today. It is a fact 
that Jesus taught the fundamentals that 
are so vital to us today. Our critics say 
we are impractical, out of style, and that 
the gospel we bring is out of date, but I 
believe we hold within our hands the 
most powerful force that has ever been 
given to men—the blessed Word of God. 
I am glad that the Church of God accepts 
the whole Bible rightly divided and re- 
fuses none of it. 

Many powerful and prominent religi- 
ous groups have accepted the modernistic 
philosophy, but we can depend upon this 
gospel. Back in the days of Samuel the 
children of Israel decided they wanted 
to be like the nations round about them 
and have a king like the Gentiles had and 
from that they went from one sin to an- 
other and soon we hear them answer, 
“We can’t sing the songs of Zion in a 
strange land.” Church of God leaders, 
let’s not get in the strange land of mod- 
ernistic philosophy, but stay in the Bible. 
The devil would try to make modernists 
of us and impede our growth and hinder 
us from doing the things God wants us 
to do, but may God give us an under- 
standing of His truths and help us to 
stand for the right. Many religious groups 
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who once enjoyed the favors and bless- 
ings of the great God of heaven are today 
the victims of modernism. 

I read from a clipping of a Detroit 
paper: “PASTOR DEFENDS DANCING 
FOES OF ZOLLER. The Rev. William 
H. Perkins, pastor of the Cass Avenue 
Methodist Episcopal Church, today came 
to the defense of the ‘dancing preachers’ 
bitterly denounced by the Rev. John E. 
Zoller, radio preacher who resigned Tues- 
day as head of the Wesleyan M. E. 
Church. 

“Zoller said he was forced to quit his 
post and turn in his credentials as a Meth- 
odist minister after a controversy with 
church superiors on his refusal to cease 
attacks on ‘modernist’ ministers who

sponsor dances and ‘other world activi- 
ties.’ 

“Zoller also refused to place his coast- 
to-coast radio broadcast under direct su- 
pervision of church officials, as ordered 
by Dr. Walter R. Fruit, superintendent 
of the Detroit area of the Methodist Epis- 
copal Church. 

“Covering Methodist Altars With 
Dust. Before his resignation Zoller had 
attacked Perkins as the leader of the 
‘dancing preachers,’ who, he charged, 
‘are causing Methodist altars to be cov- 
ered with dust and killing the church 
spiritually.’ 

“Perkins takes pride in being consid- 
ered the head of the dancing preachers. 
He has turned his church at Cass and 
Selden Avenues into a community cen- 
ter directed by the department of recrea- 


tion. Dances are held regularly under his 
supervision. 

“He has organized baseball and volley- 
ball teams. His church is a meeting place 
for youth organizations. 

“More Natural to Dance Than Pray. 
Defending his ‘modernist methods,’ Perk- 
ins said: ‘It is much more natural for 
people to dance than pray, and possibly a 
whole lot better for them. I’m convinced 
you can build a whole lot more character 
on a properly supervised dance floor or 
on a baseball field than you can in a Sun- 
day School classroom. 

“Mr. Zoller does not seem to realize 
that dancing is natural—as natural as 
love. 

“ “Religion as preached by Mr. Zoller is 
like building up enthusiasm by giving 
a person a shot of dope. When the injec- 
tions cease nothing is left. That is bom- 
bastic religion. It fills the audience with 
temporary enthusiasm but builds no char- 
acter underneath. I’m after character, not 
enthusiasm.’ 

“Zoller says that 1,000 persons attend- 
ed his Sunday and Wednesday services. 
Perkins estimates that 5,000 use his 
church and community center during a 
week, 

“Both Bishop Edgar Blake and Doctor 
Fruit refused to comment on Zoller’s 
charges against ‘dancing preachers.’ 

“The radio preacher announced he 
would resume his radio broadcasts in No- 
vember and would open a new church in 
Detroit soon. 

“Until the appointment of a new min- 
ister, the Rev. Harvey G. Pearce, D. D., 
former minister of the East Grand Boule- 
vard M. E. Church, will supply the pul- 
pit at Wesley Church.” 

“It is much more natural for people 
to dance than to pray.” That’s what a 
minister of the gospel said. A few years 
ago the trend of modernism was little 
thought about but today many are be- 
coming its victims. We can’t play with a 
serpent without expecting to get bitten. 
We can’t tamper with modernism with- 
out being wrecked by it. 

There have been those who accepted the 
challenge in days that are past. Paul fol- 
lowed the lowly Nazarene and when he 
came to the end of the way he was con- 
fident of his reward for doing right. 
Peter accepted the challenge and stood 
true to the end. Martin Luther and John 
and Charles Wesley accepted the challenge 
and by their willingness to suffer for 
right we are today enjoying this glorious 
heritage in Him. Then at the turn of the 
century, Spurling, Lee, Bryant, Lemons, 
McLain, and others grabbed the torch 
and dared to stick to the Bible and so the 
Church of God was born by men who 
were willing to face the facts. Our Puri- 
tan forefathers faced their problems

It has been almost twenty-five years 
since I became a member of the Church 
of God, and it has taken all of my time to 
be a loyal one. My membership and min- 
istry was, and is, not an accident, but 
was a deliberate choice on my part—a 
choice of which I have never been 
ashamed. However, I recall that while 
visiting other religious assemblies and 
hearing their glowing reports of their ed- 
ucational and missionary activities, I was 
made to feel mildly apologetic, not be- 
cause I was affiliated with the Church of 
God, but because these other movements 
had the outward appearance of being 
more progressive than the Church of God. 
I knew that the Church of God was lay- 
ing a foundation for a safe, sane, progres- 
sive program, sponsored and conducted 
by the Church, in harmony with the 
policies of the Church according to its 
doctrines and teachings. I realized that 
from the beginning the working of the 
General Assembly had been something 
new in the religious world, its system 
and government being almost entirely 
different from any other movement. And 
this was as it should be, for since we had 
received the Holy Ghost and accepted 
holiness as our standard, we felt obligated 
to seek divine guidance in matters of gov- 
ernment, which would be as scriptural as 
our spiritual experiences,—a government 
that would supplement our spirituality 
rather than be a detriment. We knew 
that the approval of an inspired, in- 
formed, unified people would be neces- 
sary before we could afford to promote 
a world-wide missionary program or at- 
tempt to establish an educational institu- 
tion which would merit and receive the 
endorsement of the state, also that of 
the association of the colleges. This gov- 
ernment and this inspired and unified 
people we now have, and the growth of 
both of our mission and educational pro- 
grams are a marvel to many. 


Heretofore, when we would hear the 
Church criticized, we would accept the 
criticism and rise to defense of the 
Church with all the eloquence at our com- 
mand, still with a faint apology for not 
being further advanced along educational 
and missionary lines. Some among us may 
be apologetic yet; if so, it is high time 
that we cease to be and take a good long 
hard look and see from whence we have 
come during the past few years—take 
stock and see where we are now, what we 
are doing this year, look into our plans 
and see what our future plans embrace. 
Then lift up your head and experience 
that glorious feeling which goes with be- 
ing loyal, satisfied members. 
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It would take no expert to comprehend 
the privileges and blessings which we are 
enjoying by yielding to the true Spirit of 
God and accepting the New Testament 
government. The Church accepts these, 
as a man accepts the air he breathes. As 
air is essential to his life, so we know that

the personal touch of the Holy Ghost, and 
the strict Bible order are essential to the 
influence and usefulness of the Church. 
Until one is deprived of air, he does noth- 
ing seriously about it. So is the attitude 
of the Church toward these two essen- 
tial powers, which its Head has made such 
ample provision for. It has its weakness 
within and opposition without but, like 
the human body, it has virtue enough to 
withstand the attacks without and to 
overcome the irregularities within. There 
have been some necessary changes made in 
methods, which have proved of great 
value, without any ill effect upon its 
policies. We will never become indiffer- 
ent to the basic importance of our heav- 
enly citizenship. We will never agree to 
live on the surface of things. Neither are 
we distressed by the growing unrest and 
disunion which imperils so many religious 
bodies, for this way of salvation and 
service is a heritage of all who are born 
again and who adopt it by conviction. 
We know that it will continue, for true 
saints everywhere are determined to con- 
tinue to pray, labor, and sacrifice with it 
and adhere to it with grim determination 
for we believe in it with all our hearts. 


Belief or faith is essential, not mere 


lip service but belief that is as deeply 
rooted as our belief in Almighty God, 





who gave this way to us, and with whom 
we labor to promote it. The Church has 
faith in God because it is of God. The 
Church has confidence in itself because 
of its chosen way of life, rooted and 
grounded in love—yes, all that God loved, 
built upon the foundation of the apostles 
and prophets, Jesus Christ being the 
chief cornerstone, accepting for doctrine 
His sound teachings, making His Book 
the book of its rules and discipline. Ev- 
ery day brings its challenges to the 
Church of God, and the Church is meet- 
ing them. Belief in the Christ of destinv, 
who founded it, and faith renewed will 
enable it to endure to the end. 

This is a time of indecision, dread and 
fear among many people but we will not 
allow these things to adversely affect us, 
for have we not duly considered what it 
will take to make us steadfast and un- 
movable, what it has meant—and always 
will mean—to be loyal members of His 
body? We believe in the Head and in 
the Church which He established, also in 
its way, and we affirm that belief to be 
the belief of our entire people. We have 
faith in a church, fully aware of the se- 
vere trials which we now face and fully 
prepared for the worst that God may 
allow to come upon us; faith in a church 
which has accepted His Word and way as 
a standard of doctrine and service. 

From henceforth none of us shall have 
to have the faint apologetic feeling, for 
the sun never sets on our missionary ac- 
tivities, and the last General Assembly 
has authorized the establishment of a col- 
lege, where our youth may receive train- 
ing for future usefulness under true 
Church of God environment, thus insur- 
ing them an education without endanger- 
ing their spirituality. 

We, who are acquainted with the 
Church of God way and love it, are hap- 
py, content, and will be bold to go forth, 
explaining it, asking all who love and ap- 
preciate it to join with us, for we know 
that none will make a mistake who invest 
in it. It is a safe and sound investment, 
the Bible way, the way of living and serv- 
ice that cannot be corrupted nor de- 
stroyed.

He reached out his hands and received 
the bread, and then the child said, 

“Give this only to those who are hun- 
gry,” and disappeared. 


Obispo at once changed his tactics. He 
moved quietly among the people, speaking 
only to those who approached him and 
manifested an interest in the gospel. Soon 
they were accepting the Lord one by one 
and a congregation numbering over fifty 
gathered together. 


OCTOBER 26, 1940 


After several years’ work by the mis- 
sionaries and other workers there was not 
a single convert in Momostenango at the 
time Don Obispo arrived. 


The Lord also manifested His healing 
power in Momostenango, one of the out- 
standing cases being that of little seven- 
year-old motherless Gregoria, who lived 
way back in the mountains in a little hut 
along with her father and other little 
brothers and sisters. Gregoria was dumb, 
she had never spoken. (This happened 
during the time of special meetings in 
Momostenango.) Her father, one of the 





converts who was to be baptized during 
these meetings, fell sick with the fever. 
Word was sent to the missionary and, in 
company with Don Obispo, he went to 
pray for him. They found him sick in 
bed, prayed for him, the Lord healed 
him, and the next day he walked several 
miles and was baptized with the others 
as planned. He also brought Gregoria 
along to be prayed for, judging, and with 
reason, that if the Lord could heal fevers 
He could also make the dumb to speak. 
The congregation prayed for the child but 
there was no immediate visible result. A 
few days later the father informed Don 
Obispo that the child was talking just like 
the other children, and so he went to in- 
vestigate. As he neared the hut in the 
woods his little dog ran on ahead to where 
the children were playing. Gregoria saw 
the dog first and cried out, “Oh! here 
comes a little dog!” Gregoria was normal 
and talking like the other children. 


Don Obispo, having put his life in or- 
der, and having received the Holy Ghost, 
again kneeled before the Lord to ask Him 
for leading. And again he was directed by 
a vision. He saw before him a road and at 
the end of the road two housés alike. He 
followed the road, a distance of about 
twelve leagues, and found the houses as 
shown to him. He found himself, not 
among his own class, the Indians, but in 
Jocote, a settlement of whites! Here again 
the Lord was working contrary to man’s 
way of thinking and was upsetting man’s 
ways. 

The congregation in Jocote, which the 
Lord used this unlettered Indian to gather 
together, now numbers over eighty, are 
all white people, and includes _ several 
preachers and at least one school teacher. 

Don Marcus was a drunken Indian who 
lived way ‘back in the mountains, in 
Chuicaca. He had never heard the gos- 
pel, didn’t know what it was. He was ly- 
ing alongside his hut in a drunken 
stupor, and dreamed. In his dream a heav- 
enly messenger appeared to him. He 
awoke, and in his muddled condition 
thought it over and went to sleep again. 
The dream was repeated and this time 
found a response in his awakening con- 
science. He was directed to go to Totonic- 
apan to the gospel people and accept the 
gospel. He arose, ordered his woman to 
get him some tamales to eat along the 
way, and started on his journey. Arriving

ing from high heaven that the endtime is 
near, even at the door. 


A learned Professor at Yale University 
now informs us that the Bible is all wrong 
about many things, among them the age 
of Methuselah. I quote: “Noah never 
built an ark and Methuselah, instead of 
living to be 969, died when he was only 
192. These are among the claims of Dr. 
Andrew Efron, in announcing the dis- 
covery of a secret key that revives many 
interpretations of the book of Genesis in 
the Old Testament. Furthermore, accord- 
ing to Dr. Efron, Adam did not live to 
his accredited 930 years but died at 96. 
Noah died when only 48. As to the Bibli- 
cal tree of knowledge, Eve’s act of pluck- 
ing an apple from it symbolizes the crea- 
tion of a new arithmetic system. The 
secret key that Dr. Efron claims to have 
discovered has been found, he - says, 
carved on rocks and contained in records 
of the ancient universe. The key, he said, 
is in the form of a tree-shaped symbol 
whose branches, varying in thickness, 
length and position, form a code used by 
ancient mathematicians . . . . The ark, 
he said, never existed and merely sym- 
bolized man’s conception of state and po- 
litical life and his first co-operative ef- 
fort against an element, water. Efron, 
who fled Russia in 1919 has been at Yale 
since 1938.” The learned doctor is just a 
little late in the discovery of his “key.” 
God’s people have had one for many years. 
**When he, the Comforter is come, he wl 
guide you in the way of all truth.” Nev- 
ertheless, there will be many who wi'l 
jump aboard the learned gentleman’s band 
wagon and will try to overturn the truth 
of the Bible from that angle. 


May the writer take this occasion to 
lovingly admonish all Church of God 
people to not be overly concerned about 
the presidential election. Our hope and 
our strength lies not in the ballot box 
but in the strong arm of the Lord. The 
election of either candidate will in no 
way hinder the march and work of the 
Church of God. She will be kept by Him 
who purchased her with His own blood. 
If and when persecution comes her way 
the “open door” will swing wider and she 
will enter in. Look to the Lord for there- 
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in lies our hopes both for time and etern- 
ity. 

A popular news organ says that we 
may loom for an intensification of the 
drive against the Jews in German-con- 
trolled France. The young French men 
are being taught that the Jew is respon- 
sible for their entry into the war followed 
by a stinging defeat. Practically all 
Europe is a hotbed of hatred against the 
sons of Abraham. That spirit is rapidly 
penetrating other parts of the world. In 
the conquered countries they are treated 
worse than prisoners of war. These state- 
ments are made by impartial observers 
whose only mission is to present the 
truth. 


Former President Hoover again says 
that millions are doomed to die of star- 
vation in Europe this coming winter. 
There are those in America who advo- 
cate aid to Poland, France, Czecho- 
slovakia and other countries whose gov- 
ernments have fallen. On the other hand, 
aid and assistance is bitterly opposed by 
others who claim that aid to those peoples 
is aid to Germany. The Bible is some- 
what clear on that subject. “If you see 
your enemy hunger, feed him” is the gist 
of our duties in this matter. However, the 
approaching famine is in strict accordance 
with the Word of the Lord. FAMINES 
MUST AND WILL COME. 

Dr. E. Stanley Jones, world-famed mis- 
sionary, said, according to TIME: “The 
future of the country is in the hands of 
disciplined people.

in Totonicapan he didn’t know where to 
go, but inquired for the padre of the gos- 
pel. Directed to the Catholic priest, he 
knew that was not the place and he con- 
tinued his quest until he was finally di- 
rected to the home of the missionary, 
where he explained the purpose of his 
visit, was instructed in the way of sal- 
vation and at once accepted the Lord Je- 
sus Christ as his Savior. Returning home 
he started to testify and soon there was 
a number of converts, which gradually 
increased until now the congregation 
there numbers over two hundred. 

And what more can we say? Time 
would fail us to tell of the many mani- 
festations of the grace of God among us, 
of healings, victories in persecutions, souls 
brought out of darkness into the light of 
the gospel, the many saved from idol wor- 
ship, (we have assisted in burning quite 
a number of images after they were dis- 
carded from saved hearts), brujos (witch 
doctors) saved from their devilish prac- 
tices, (we have had as many as fourteen 
divining outfits at one time, each one 
representing a brujo saved) from drunk- 
enness and from the whole list of the 
devil’s works, because of the manifested 
presence of the Lord.

bravely. We have climbed to where we are 
tonight and by the grace of God we ex- 
pect to carry on until we shall see Him 
come whose right the world is, then we 

can enjoy the benefits of our labors. 

We have some serious problems today. 
Our American homes, one of the greatest 
institutions in the plan of God, are being 
threatened. In many instances the mother 
works on one shift and the father on an- 
other and the children are left to run the 
streets until late in the night. This is 
breeding social evils in our fair land. We 
must keep our home fires burning. We 
must not forget to gather our children 
around the family altar and teach them 
to pray and teach them about God, that 


He is ever present to guide and keep 
them in the way they should go. I trust 
there are no Church of God people who 
neglect family devotion. May we never 
come to the conclusion that our people 
can get by with education and without 
God for if there ever was a time that the 
rising generation needed to have a sense 
of spiritual value it is today. 

There is no need to put up a sham. So- 
cial conditions today are very bad. What 
are we doing about it? Are we facing the 
fact? The Church of God is facing the 
fact by providing Sunday Schools that 
teach the Word of God, work for the 
young people, and Christian literature, 
teaching them that the greatest accom- 
plishments come by whole-hearted alle- 
giance to Jesus Christ and entire commit- 
ment to the cross of Christ and all it 
stands for. 


Statistics show that in Wayne Coun- 
ty, Michigan, last year there were 8,000 
applications for divorces, over 6,000 de- 
crees granted, and over $1,000,000 spent 
in the divorce courts. The Bible teaches 
that we must have one wife and one hus- 
band and so we are teaching our young 
people to be careful when they get mar- 
ried for it is a lifetime thing. We must 
rise as one mighty army and proclaim the 
unsearchable riches of Jesus Christ. 

I visited the vice department of the 
city of Detroit and I was alarmed at the 
information I gathered there. The records 
show that 8,000 each year are hailed in 
the courts of that city for the vice sins 
of the deepest dye. These are facts and 
we had better be careful, for our souls, 
and the souls of our sons and daughters 
are at stake. Sin will blight the future of 
our children and leave them without a 
hope in this world. We tell our young 
people to go to Sunday School, Y. P. E., 
and other church services to sing and 
pray, and they get more out of life than 
those who think they are having a good 
time in the world. Look our young people 
over and see if they are not getting the 
best out of life. Isn’t it a pity we can’r 
get this truth to the millions out in the 
highways and byways without God? By 
the grace of God we will weep before the 
altar until God rescues these from the 
burning. 

There is the film industry. In the in- 
troduction of a book entitled ‘“Worship- 
ers of the Silver Screen,” Mr. Sumrall is 
quoted as saying that two hundred mil- 
lion persons attend moving pictures each 
week, which means that ten billion, four 
hundred million enter the doors of such 
places annually—five times the popula- 
tion of the entire globe. The extravagance 
is terrifying. $2,504,000,000.00 flow into 
the coffers of the film industry each year. 
It has injected into society a lurid mis- 
representation of life that is responsible 
for the moral shipwreck of millions. It 
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has massacred the youthful urge for high- 
er mentality in the developing generation. 
It has grossly misrepresented our country 
and its ideals abroad, causing ill feeling 
in the hearts of multitudes of our foreign 
brethren. It stands responsible as the 
prime instigator of the wave of crime and 
lawlessness that has swept the world. It 
has wrecked the moral standards of so- 
ciety, schooled our youth in vice, cru- 
elty and sex, destroyed virtue, debased 
the sanctity of marriage, and wrought 
havoc in the religious world. 

I have heard of many people giving 
their children money to go to the show, 
then asking prayer for them to be saved, 
but you have given them the money to 
buy something that is driving them away 
from God. 

Besides the theatres, there is the dances, 
beer taverns, public bathing beaches, etc. 
We are facing the facts and the Church 
of God says we can do none of these 
things. We are teaching our young people 
that they must be pure. The older women 
must teach the younger “‘to be sober, to 
love their husbands, to love their children, 
to be discreet, chaste, keepers at home, 
good, obedient to their own husband, that 
the Word of God be not blasphemed. 
Young men likewise exhort to be sober- 
minded.” 

Over $15,000,000,000.00 a year is 
spent to curb crime but as long as our 
social structure is built on Paris, Holly- 
wood, gangsterism, etc., we will never 
stop the gauntlet of crime. The people 
of every church should take a stand 
against these things. Jesus is coming soon 
and we want to be ready to go. These so- 
cial conditions have pierced our moral 
fabric and weakened it to the breaking 
point. They can’t long exist without eco- 
nomic catastrophe. The last war aggra- 
vated serious conditions of bad domestic, 
social, and moral evils. We have reaped 
from these things panic, experimentation 
and political corruption in our economic 
life. What are we doing about it? Poli- 
tics will never rescue us. It is going to 
take the power of the Lord. May the 
Lord grip our souls and stir us as never 
before to the rescue of our duty. 

The roots of democracy which were 
watered by the streams of free speech, free 
press, and free pulpit are today dry rot- 
ting in what were once the river beds of 
our glorious heritage. In the last war we 
had the beginning of what the next war 
will be the end. Dictatorship is an evil 
that has never been known before. Where 
are we going from here? Things are in a 
serious condition, our government is tot- 
tering, and what will we do if we do go to 
war? Oh, Jesus is coming soon. We are 
looking for Him. Are we ready to face the 
facts? We are looking up for our redemp- 
tion draweth nigh. Signs in the planets 
tell that He is coming soon. Yes, soon will

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Question Box 
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Question: We are told in Luke 5:37, 
“And no man putteth new wine into old 
bottles; else the new wine will burst the 
bottles, and be spilled, and the bottles 
shall perish.” Is this new wine referring 
to the Holy Ghost being put into an un- 
clean person? If it is, what is the mean- 
ing of verse 39, “No man also having 
drunk old wine straightway desireth new: 
for he saith, The old is better”?—P. M. 

Answer: No, this scripture cannot be 
applied to the infilling of the Holy Ghost. 
These are parables or _ illustrations by 
which Christ wished to show the need of 
the vessel being prepared for its filling. 
The bottles used in the parable were skin 
bottles and when old would be weak, 
therefore not sufficient for new wine 
which had not completed its fermenta- 
tion. The old Jewish regime must not be 
patched up nor mended but give way to 
a brand-new experience founded upon 
better promises. This would be necessary 
for the Church to stand the test which 
was to come upon it. 

Question: In 1 Sam, 28:11-19 we read 
of the spirit of Samuel being brought to 
earth. Was this really the spirit of Samuel 
or was it the devil in disguise?—C. H. 

Answer: There is nothing in the nar- 
rative referred to to show that Samuel’s 
spirit was brought to earth. There is 
nothing to show that Saul saw Samuel, 
but rather, on the contrary, that Saul 
only knew by the description which was 
given him by the witch, she acting as a 
medium in the same way and manner that 
spiritual mediums of modern times do. 
It is true that the 12th verse says, “And 
when the woman saw Samuel, she cried 
with a loud voice,” that is, in her di- 
lemma she saw things which made her 
cry out. Just what she saw no one knows, 
but it does seem that there was a revela- 
tion which caused her to know Saul. The 
devil knows things and he has power to 
impart that knowledge to his subjects 
and he has power to impersonate the 
saints who have gone on. But it is hardly 
to be believed that he has power to call 
the spirits of those who have gone on 
from their rest. The proof that Saul did 
not see Samuel is in verse 13 where he 
asks the witch, “For what sawest thou?” 
and the witch had to make a description 
for Saul to be able to identify the de- 
scription as that of Samuel. Since the 
whole transaction was between a fallen 
king and a_ devil-possessed woman, it 
cannot be believed that a prophet of God 
had any part in it.
